N HIS after-luncheon talk, Herr Sokolow had 
| referred, with a touch of irony, to the activi- 
ties of the Russian censor in his home city 
of Warsaw, and had told how matter which was 
passed by the Warsaw functionary was sometimes 
eliminated by the censor in Petersburg—like other 
cosmopolites, Herr Sokolow never puts the “St.” 
in front of the Russian capital’s name. | 
I asked him to teil me of some of his experiences 
with the censor. “I Lave to go back to Warsaw, 
you must remember,” he replied, smiling. But 
he told how, in some cases, the censor is also a 
news bureau, and gives out “official” accounts of 


} certain occurrences, which editors must print if 


they print anything ‘about the matter. 

“In this country,” commented Oscar Leonard, 
superintendent of Jewish charities, who sat near, 
“we would call that sort of stuff ‘dope,’ and 
probably throw it in the wastebasket.” 

“At the time of a pogrom (massacre of the 
Jews),” said Herr Sokolow, “the censor instruct- 
ed me to send out no information about it. I said 
[ would have to do so, that I could not keep such 
matters out of my correspondence. He warned 
me that I would be punished, and I went ahead 
and was fined, but an amnesty, awhile afterward, 
lifted the fine. | 

“A fine is often more embarrassing than a2 prison 
sentence, for a fine must usually be paid. So, you 
may say, a prison sentence must usually be served, 
but in that case there is always the sitz-redaktor, 
or ‘responsible editor’ to serve the prison term.”

“There is little difference, in style of expression, 
between European newspapers and books. A 
newspaper article is like a chapter from a book. 
Here the papers have their own style—or perhaps 
every paper has its own. 

“The influence of your newsapers has affcected 
your magazines, which have adopted much of 
the newspaper style. You have few such magp- 
zines as our serious, solid European reviews. The 
North American Review, perhaps, comes nearest 
to this type. 

“American newspapers show this characteristic 
of Americanism—they care only for the things 
of the last moment. Nothing seems to have per- 


manent importance for them. There is a phrase, 


‘A nine days’. wonder,’ but do many American 
newspaper wonders last as long as nine days? Two 
days would be nearer the average. 

“For instance, if I am a subject for articles in 
an American newspaper, it is only for a day or 
two. In that’time, you get all you can from me. 
After that, I am finished, and no more is wanted 
from me. 

“Now, in Europe, if a man or an event srouses 
public interest, the newspapers do not drop the 
subject in this manner, but allude to it from to, 
time. 

“They have their. ephemeral news, too, ‘ut it 
is the news. of mere accidents and chance occur- 
rences. That is mentioned once and dropped, and 
that which has a more lasting character is treated 
in. a more lasting manner. 

“Here, all news seems to be on the game basis 


alike. The rule seems to be—print this or that for 
a day or two, then on to the next new sensation.” 


American Editorial Page 
Only'for the Day, He Asserts. 


HERE was a chance, here, to counter with 
a remark about some events which have 
held newspaper first-page space so long 
as to become fatiguing to editors—the Thaw case, 
the Beattie case and the McNamara case, for in- 
stance. But I withheld interruption, and Herr 
Sokolow . continued: 
“Because of this policy, the American newspaper 
4s only. for, the day, while the German or Pnglish 
paper is both for the day and:for a longer: time 
as well. 
“The European paper has, one might say, a store 
of ideas which are frequently treated, aside from 
the’ chance hews of the day. American papers 
have no such store.” 
“There: is.the editorial page,” I suggested. 
“The editorial. column in most American pa- 
pers,” replied ‘the critic, “is only, for,the day. It 
contradicts tomorrow its hasty conclusions of to- 
day.. Even in the more serious'part of the Ameri- 
can: press . there seems to be no continuity of 
ideas.” 
Again I was'tempted to tell him of the almost 
distressing continuity with which our newspapers 
sometimés: treat ideas like the tariff, the free 
bridge and ‘the lid,'but:I held my, peace, hoping to

“T have one of my own,” he said, “and he was 
sentenced to prison not long before I left, but an 
amnesty came along in time to let him out. . 

“The ‘responsible editor,’ whose name appears 
on the paper, is sometimes the person least re- 
sponsible for what is printed. He may be a clerk 
or the officeboy, or he may be a sympathizer 
among the workingmen, who, for the sake of the 
cause which some paper advocates, is willing to 
give it his name and go to prison for its offenses 
against the Government. He is frequently called 
on to do so. 

“But for the most part, the censors keep us 
from printing. what might get our sitz-redaktors 
into trouble. We editors are a privileged class in 
oné way, for we are the only persons in Russia 
who can read what the papers of other countries 
say about Russia. The papers and periodicals ad- 
dressed to newspaper offices do not pass through 
the censor’s hands. All outside periodicals ad- 
dressed to individuals are censored with shears, 
and reach their subscribers in a gashed condition. 

“The Government controls the news agencies, 
so far as Russian mews is concerned, and gives a 
three-days’ copyright on matter published by the 
papers.”’ 

In his address to the City Club, Herr Sokolow 
told of the “suppressed nationalists” of Russia, 
and of the “little Russian” language, a distinct 
Slavic tongue, which the Government does not 
.permit to be used in any book or periodical. He 
told how he had been elected to the Duma, but 
had not been “accepted” by the Government as a 
member of that body. He told how, in his opin- 
ion, the Duma is near its downfall, declared that 
Socialism is a drawback, rather than a help, to 
the cause of governmental reform, and pictured 
the Russia of the fiture,as first, a strong mon- 
archy, like Germany; then a military republic, 
like France, and possibly, in time, a democracy 
on the American model—the United States of 
Russia. 

Herr Sokolow’s prime interest, and the animat- 
ing purpose of his Berlin and Warsaw publica- 
tions, is Zionism—the colonizing and nationalizing 
of the Jews in Palestine. His facility in speak- 
ing on-other themes shows that he is not a man 
of one idea, though he is one of the most. noted 
of living exponents of the Zionistic idea. He went 
from St. Louis to Cleveland, after being enter- 
tained here for three days by a committee headed 
by Col. M. Shoenberg.

HILE our considerate Freeholders are:

But William Marion 
Reedy discovered him and told about him in the 
Mirror, and now his name is on the City Club 
blackboard for Tuesday's luncheon. And it is

St. Louis has as good a charter, @tid as goodsa 
government, as the average large city in Amer- 
ica. But he thinks there are two better kinds of 
government for St. Louis. The first is the com- 
mission form of government, which. he things St. 


Louis can and should get, along with a general 
scheme of municipal ownership. 

The second, and in his opinicn the best kind of 
municipal government is one which, he concedes, 
St. Louis could not get. It is the appointive sys- 
tem, with a Mayor chosen for a long term, or 
perhaps for life, by a council of experts. This is 
what he found in Germany, and while he believes 
it makes the most efficient sort of a municipality, 
he does not think it would do any good to propose 
here a plan so far removed from the methods of 
democracy. 

NEW CHARTER MUST GIVE 
' CITY POWER TO DO THINGS 
UTNAM is staying at a hotel conveniently: 
P located for frequent forays on the Public 
Library. A Post-Dispatch reporter found 
him there yesterday and asked him for his sug- 
gestions as to a charter for St. Louis. He seemed 
to hesitate about criticising our city government, 
but.he was assured that he would not be guilty 
of any impoliteness in doing so—that we had all 
been doing it ourselves for a long time, and that 
something of the sort was expected from every 

ooservant stranger. 

“Well, then,’. Putnam replied, “I should say 
that St. Louis is at a deadlock with ‘itself. 

“I don’t pretend to grasp the intricacies of your 
terminal* problems, but when I go down to the 
river front and see that new bridge, with its hands 
in the air, appealing to God Almighty to let it 
get into use, I wonder what the matter is. Surely, 
St. Louls must have some good reason for not 
finishing it. 

“I hear some of your people say, ‘No more mu- 
nicipal ownership for us. Just look how much 
trouble the bridge has been, and what a mess we 
have made of it.’ But I would venture the opin- 
ion that the remedy is not in timidly abandoning 
the idea of municipal enterprise, but in going into 
it more thoroughly. \

It will be detrimental to the cause of education 
in Missouri if the public school teachers are com- 
pelled to organize with the ideals and objects of 


labor unions. But it will hardly be surprising, in 
view of the dissatisfaction that is being expressed, 
in city and country, by many teachers with regard 
to existing conditions. 

. The teachers in most of the rural districts have 

‘@ real grievance, which some of the County 
‘Superintendents have gone to the extent of recog- 
nizing in the proposition to form what would 
amount to a labor union. It has been'stated that, 


with such an organization, salaries of rural teach- 


ers could be advanced to a minimum of $1000 in 
10 years. They now run from as low as $35 a 
month for women teachers up to $75 or $80 for 
voey competent male teachers. 

* Bach report of the State Superintendent urges 
an increase in rural salaries. The low average 
now paid rural teachers would not make such a 
bad. showing but for the fact that many districts 
are so niggardly that they will not pay for a term 
of more than three months, and then let the 
school to the lowest bidder. In such districts the 
average youth grows up almost uneducated. 

The law recently passed, offering State aid to 
the extent of $100 to each district which guaran- 
tees an eight-months term and levies the constitu- 
tional limit of 65 cents on the $100 assessed value 
of property, will be no help to the children in 
these unprogressive districts. Under the excuse 
of poverty their school authorities will continue 
to have three-month terms, neglect their school 
buildings and put the schools in charge of young 
amateurs with the lowest grade certificate. Even 
the compulsory school attendance law, which ap- 
plies to every part of the State, does not help 
these children, for it only requires their attend- 
ahce “three-fourths of the entire time the school 

is in session.”

PLAYING WITH DYNAMITE. 
Capital as well as labor has its Industrial 
‘Workers of the World who advocate intimida- 
tion and anarchy. 

What mofal difference is there between the 
Haywoods who are trying to bulldoze govern- 
ment in Paterson and the protected manufac- 
turers who are trying to bulldoze government in 
Washington? 

What moral difference is there ‘between the 
labor leader who threatens the employer with 
ruin and starvation if he cannot rule govern- 
ment and the employer who threatens labor 
with ruin and starvation if he cannot rule 
government? 

A reign of terror is a reigh of terror whether 
it is carried on by the demagoguea of labor or 
the demagogues of capital. 

Before the Underwood bill had passed the 

House certain manufacturers who had grown rich 
by capitalizing the tariff laws of the United 
States bégan to threaten a general reduction in 
wages if their favored industries were put on a 
competitive basis. 
_ Mr. Underwood's reply was that if any manu- 
facturer reduced wages on the pretext that tariff 
revision had made such reducticghe necessary the 
Department of Commerce and Labor would pro- 
ceed to 6xamine hig books and ascertain whether 
be was telling the truth or lying. The facts 
would be made public, | 

Mr. Underwood was instantly overwhelmed in 
a wave of high protective denunciation. When 
Secretary Redfield declared that he would carry 
out the Underwood program some of these 
manufacturers threatened either to close their 
factories or to move to Europe. That is the 
measure of tariff-bloated patriotism. Having 
been subsidized all these years by the Anmierican 
people, these afrogant anarchists of industry 
now serve notice that the subsidy must be con- 
tinued or they will retaliate upon the country 
whose opportunities and generosity have made 
them rich. They will accept tariff revision only 
on condition that labor alone is mulcted. That 
is their ultimatum to Congress and the Presi- 
dent. 

These gentlemen are playing with dynamite as 

surely as Haywood and his irresponsible follow- 
ers are playing with dynamite. In an article in 
the current Outlook entitled “Tariff Reduction 
From the Standpoint of a Business Man,” George 
P. Brett warns protected industry that: 
' “Labor will not be Liquidated, and it is quite 
right that it should not be so long as the profits 
of management are what they hate been in the 
past and what they are today. Nor can the rea- 
sonable reductions of the tariff now proposed 
suffice as an excuse for reductions in wages until 
liquidation has been ruthlessly applied to the 
evils of management as these how exist.” 

We believe that Mr: Brett voices the sober 
sense of the American people. There is no more 
sympathy with the Hanan kind of intimidation 
than with the Haywood kind. Anarchy in éyen- 
ing dlothes is no more attractive than BRATERY 
in overalls. 

There is even less excuse for the Hanans whor 
are trying to bluff the country than for the 
Haywoods. Haywood’'s followers at least have 
the excuse that they have not grown rich under 
laws framed at their own dictation. They are

The Daughters oi the Ameri~an Revolution are 
spending this week very profitably in marking 
the Santa Fe trail between New Franklin, Mo., 
and Kansas City. As they expect to conclude the 
work with a moral to be drawn officially by Gov. 
Major, we may expect something notable in the 
way of Democratic éloquence. When it comes to 
definition, plain and unadorned, hdwever, the 
Santa Fe trail itself is memorably eloquent, as it 
speaks for itself.

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CARL SCHURZ HONORED BY A MEMORIAL STATUE 


AND EDITORIAL TRIBUTES FROM MANY NEWSPAPERS 


His share in constructive reform is recalled in many editorials, which also 
note that he was pioneer in establishing the merit system while 
Secretary of the [nterior, in reforestation, and was one 
of the earliest independents in politics. 


PEECHES and editorials in praise of Carl Schurz were consequences 
of the dedication, in New York, of a memorial’ monument to that 
statesman. The fund was gathered from many portions of the coun- 

try and the work was executed by Karl Bitter. It is noted in the eulogistic 
expressions that Schurz was one of the fifst independents in American 
politics, that he was the first German to sit in the United States Senate, 
that he was the first Secretary of the Interior to advocate reforestation 
_ and active protection of the public forests, that he was the first Civil Ser- 
vice reformer to hold office and was the leader of those Germans who, like 
himself, were forced to fly to America after the collapse of the German 


revolution of 1848. 
An American Idealist. 


New York World: As America knew him, Mr. 
Schurs was the leader of the great German host 
which stood unflinchingly by the cause of human 
freedom when the issue with slavery was joined. 
As a Major-General in the war, a Minister to 
Bpain, a Secretary of the Interior with the in- 
stinct for reform, as an editor and an orator, 
he was conspicuous throughout all his days; but 
nothing in his American career is more signifi- 
cant than his election as United States Senator 
from Missouri, when he was but 40 years old and 
only 16 years in the country, as the first man of 
German birth to enter that body. 

Mr.6churz was not a political place-holder, but 

: a! a champion of causes; of the Union indivisible, 
4 of anti-slavery, of tariff reform, of the preserva- 
tion of. the financial honor of the nation and of 
the merit system in public service. Germany soon 
knew what she had lost fn him and the United 

States had gained. It was only 17 years after 

he reelased Kinkel from Spandau that he was 

an honored guest of Bismarck. 
A great American idealist was Carl Schurz. 

May his memory long enforce the lesson of his 


devoted life! 


A Oonstructive Reformer. 
i New York Post: The student of Schurz’s life, 
, asi set forth in the documents now available, 
must also be deeply impressed with the construc- 
tive nature of his service. It was the fashion at 
cne time to deprecate the criticism of men like 
Schurz, Bowles, Curtis, and Godkin, on the ground 
that, being “professional reformers,” they were 
merely destructive. Both Schurz and Godkin were 
often enough asked, by small-minded men, why, 
if they did not like the trend of things political, 
they did not return to the countries of their 
birth. As the achievements of the leaders of the 
“mugwumps” of 1884 are viewed from the per- 
spective of time, we are certain that they will 
astonish all who read, by the number of fertile 
suggestions as to public policy which hive since 
been accepted as a matter of course. The sub- 
siantial triumph of the civil service reform which 
they fathered naturally suggests itself first; yet 
few recall that Schurz labored in that spirit when 
in Hayes’ Cabinet, and that he was the first 
Cabinet member to take office determined to ad- 
minister his department in accordance with a 


merit system. 


Most Distinguished German-American. 
New York Tribune: The German immigration 
following the revolution of 1848 did much to 
make Missouri, Wisconsin, Iowa and Michigan 
free soil states. Reinforced by the larger im- 
‘migration since the war, it has brought into 
American life generally the civilizing ideas and 
habits of the German people—their respéct for 
education and labor, their abhorrence of oppres- 
sion, their love of music and the other arts, and 
their marked taste for social activities and social 


, pleasures. 

%: In war, politics and as a leader of thought 
Mr. Schurz was perhaps the most distinguished 
of German-Americans. But in honoring him the 
country also honors the tens of thousands of his 
compatriots whose services were of the same 
character as his, and recognizes its debt to all 
those who have helped to give potency here to the 
genial, fruitful and elevating manifestations of 
the traditional Germanic spirit. 


One of the First Independents. 
._Oleveland Plain Dealer: His example, in ad- 
Gition to its value as that of a man who made 
the world his country and who found no work too 
difficult for his effort, is worth remembrance be- 
cause of this devotion to independence of thought 
and action. He followed it in his own political 
career in this country. He was one of the first 
great independents, and the derisive term “mug- 
wump” was applied to him with full force. It, 
was not till after Mr. Schurz’s retirement from 
active life that the nation began to realize that 
{ts ultimate salvation is in the hands of just such 
\ “mugwumps.” 
A brave fighter, who never acknowledged dis- 
couragement, and who stood always for human 
_ freedom in great things and small, Carl Schurz, 
‘will not be forgotten, and his life and work will

An Apostle of Liberty.

An Early Meeting Needed. 

New York Sum: There are reasons to believe 
that the regular Republicans would meet these 
Progressive Republican leaders half way in ne- 
gotiations to reorganize the party. Secretary 
Hilles has consulted with members of the Execu- 
tive Committee, and the question of changing at 
& special national convention the basis of repre- 
Sentation has been discussed. There are honest 
Gifferences of opinion about the expediency of 
calling a convention in the end of this year, and 


there is something to be said on each side of the 
case. The matter will naturally be considered at 
the meeting arranged by Senator Cummins in 
Chicago as well as at the gathering of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee in Washington. 

Certainly if it fs well for the Republican party 
to get together it would seem advisable to take 
the proper steps before the issue is joined in the 
next Congress campaign. The people want to 
know where the Republican party stands, and it 
Ought to be able to make its position known 
within a reasonable time after the new tariff 
law takes its place on the statute book. 


Evil of ‘‘Pocket Boroughs’’ 

Boston Herald: It has been an outrage that 
States which cast no Republican electoral votes, 
elect no Republican congressmen, contribute 
m‘thing to Republican success, should retain a 
voice in convention based sviely on the number 
of Senators and Representatives, which in turn 
rests on population.alone. The injustice has long 
been recognized. Its correction has been per- 
sistently urged. It has been one of those evils 
tolerated until it became devastating. Only last 
year the smash came. A presidential candidate 
was nominated by the votes of all these southern 
delegates and other representatives of pocket 
boroughs. To him nearly two-thirds’‘of the Re- 
publicans of the North had indicated their oppo- 
sition. The Progressive bolt. the nomination of 
Roosevelt and the disruption of the Republican 
party followed. It was a heavy price to pay for 
irattention to a mere detail of party organization. 

If the Republicans are to get together again, 
as‘now seems happily probable, they must do so 
with an honest national convention at the founda- 
tion. .And no time should be lost in planning 
therefor. 


Attacking an Old Abuse. 

Chicago News: In June, 1908, the prediction 
was made in the Republican National Convention 
by some of the forces allied against the candidacy 
of Mr. Taft that the time would come when the 
Republican party would lose an election because 
of the work of a “committee-made convention.”

Art Given to 
His Wife Annually and Form 
a Unique Collection.

ST. PETERSBURG, May 17,—Czar Nicholas, who 


will soon remove from the Winter Palace here 
to the imperial residence at Peterhof, 16 miles 
west on the Gulf of Finland, has been permitting 


certain favored persons to see the wonderful 
jewelled Easter egg which he added this year to 
the Cszarina's collection. It was made to com- 
memorate the tercentenary of the Romanoff rule 
and the Court jewelers worked on it nearly a 
year, The outside is of gold, surmounted by a 
crown set in magnificent diamonds around one 
huge turquoise. Opening the egg by a tiny 
spring reveals a revolving pivot of leaves of ivory 
each with a reproduction exquisitely painted, of 
a ruler of the Romanoff house beginning with 
the first Czar Michel and ending with Nicholas. 

This is a valuable addition to a unique collec- 
ton wihich represents in yalue several hundred 
thousand dollars. The Czar began it by giving 
his wife on the first Haster (1897) after their 
ceronation an egg of yellow enamel, the corona- 
tion eolor, decorated with the double-headed im- 
perial eagle and surmounted with an exact re- 
production ef the diadem with which the Czarina 
was crowned. Inside the egg is placed a copy of 
the Coronation carriage in gold and red enamel, 
with red velvet cushions upon the seats, gold 
doors that epened and shut and gold wheels that 
revolved. 

The collection includes also the egg presented 
to her Majesty to commemorate the Siberfan rail- 
road in 1900, which has inside a whole get of cars, 
all in geld, with the meehanism so complete that 
they can be taken out and run along the floor. 

An important visitor recently in St. Petersburg 
was the Grand Duke of Mecklenburg-Strelitg, the 
father of the Crown Princess of Montenegro. He 
went about In a very democratic manner and made 
himself extremely popular in society. He was on 
especially friendly terms with hig daughters’ 
Montenegrin relatives. Grand Duchess Nicholas 
(Princess Anastasta of Montenegro) and her sis- 
ter, Grand Duchess Peter (Princess Militza), and 
was treated with marked cordiality by the Czar. 
It ig the belief that he was an emissary from old 
King Nicholas to the Russian court and that when 
he departed he was well satisfied with the suc- 
cess of hig mission. 

The spring festivities, which include many 
bagars for the charities in which the {mperial 
family is interested, have brought frequently into 
public notice three American women prominent 
at the Russian court—-Princess Serge Beloselsky, 
who was Miss Susan Whittier of Boston: Princess 
Michel Cantacugene, the daughter of Gen, Fred 
Grant, and Baroness Huney, whose father was Mr. 
Lathrop of Detroit, the American Minister to Rus- 
sia during Cleveland’s first term—whose break- 
fasts to the diplomatic corps included buckwheat 
eakes (when unknown here) with maple syrup 
imported from the United Stateg, 

Princess Cantacuzene, just out of mourning for 
her father, is beginning to entertain extensively, 
Her aunt, Mre. Potter Palmer, who gave her “dot,” 
has spent some time in 8t. Petersburg with her 
and ig ambitious for her niece to assume even a 
more eonspicuoug role than her present one. But 
az her hushand, Prince Michel, hag never risen 
above a highly fashionable but uselegs position in 
the Body Guards, his wife has no official position 
and rather adds to her husband's by her own 
ancestry as the granddaughter of a President of 
the United States. 

Princess Beloselsky has the most important 
position, as her father-in-law was for years a 
member of the Czar’s household, and she js at the 
same time the most democratic ang unassuming 
and extremely kind to visiting Americans. Her 
husband’s family was formerly one of the rich- 
est in Russia and their St. Petersburg palace is 
now the home of the Czarina’s sister, Grand 
Duchess Serge. But old Prinee Beloselsky was a 
famous spendthrift, and a few years ago his son, 
whose own generosity {s proverbial, became 50 
embarrassed for ready money that he went out 
te the Ural Mountains and sought employment in 
the tron mines his father owns out there.

CALLED ‘GODFREY’S FOLLY’ 


Retired Sea Captain Founded In- 
stitution Contrary to Advice 
of Friends. 


Monticello Seminary, Godfrey, DL, 
will celebrate June $ the completion 
of 75 years in the training of young 


women. 
Monticello Seminary was founded 
Benjamin Godfrey, a wealthy re- 


tired sea captain, who lived in Mon- 
ticello Prairie, Although the pre- 
vailing opinion of the period wus 
that reading, writing and arithmetic, 
and not too much of any of these, 
were all that should be taught to 
girls, Godfrey’s observations on 
cruises to many lands had _  estab- 
lished in him the conviction that edu- 
cated mothers to train future voters 
was essential to the life of the re- 
public. 

When he founded the seminary into 
‘which he was to put his fortune it 


was predicted that within a year it} 


would be serving a more useful pur- 
pose as a barn. The institution wag 
popularly known as “Godfrey's 
‘ Folly.” and consolation was found in 
the fact that the building might be 
used for @ “female asylum” after it 
“Shad ceased to be used as a “female 
seminary.” 

Godfrey had, however, a symps- 
thiser and adviser in Dr. Theron 
Baldwin, a graduate of Yale, who 
helped te found 18 schools and col- 
leges. Before his death he had given 
to Monticelle $110,000. 

The first building wes modeled 
after Nageau Hall at Princeton. It 
was 110 by 44 feet and three stories 
above the basement. Among the

His theory is that from the carcasses 
of fowls that have died of limber-neck 
end from those of hogs which have died 
of kindred diseases, flies carry the in- 
fantile paralysis germs to food, throvgh 
eating which children are infected. 

The final demonstration of ‘his theory 
has been delayed by the difficulty of 
procuring the carcass of a fowl that 
his died of limber-neck. He has obtained 
a@ young monkey and as soon as ine can 
get a limber-neck fowl’s carcass he in- 
tends to inoculate the monkey with 
larvae of flies which have fed upon the 
carcass. He confidently expects to see 
the monkey. paralyzed within 24 hours 
after the inoculation 


Warns Against Outdoor Lunch. 
-“The fly season is just opening,” he 
mid, ‘“‘and time is of the utmost impor- 
tance. If the people will heed the 
warning, many children may be saved 
this dreadful affliction by taking pre- 
cautions against flies.

President Brookings Narrates 
History of Movement Culmin- 
ating in Hospital Group. 


IS $8,000,000 PROJECT 


Says Much of the Medical Teach- 
ing in This Country Is a 
Crime in Quality. 


Several hundred persons yesterday 
afternoon witnessed the laying of the 
cornerstone of the Washington Uni- 
versity Medical School buildings. 
King’s highway and Scott avenue, by 
the Rev Dr. Lee, pastor 
of St. John’s Episcopal 
Church. 

The ceremonies were simple and 
took less than an hour. Many prom- 
inent St. Louisans occupied seats in 
the hospital building facing an im- 
provised grandstand. With them 
were the capped and gowned mem- 
bers of Washington University’s 
Board of Trustees.

One was that of Robert S. Brookings, 
president of the Washington Uni- 
versity Corporation, who but lately 
admitted that he was the unnamed 
donor of $1,000,000, who helpe@ to 
make the Washington University 
Hospital group. an $8,000,000 pro- 
ject, and an institution. that. will be 
rivaled only in this country by the 
Johns Hopkins Hospital of Balti- 
more. 3 

Dr. Lee’s paper was entitled, “An 
Inspired Millionaire.” ‘The inspired 
millionaire was ‘Robert Barnes, wh», 
a quarter of a century ago, be- 
queathed $1,000,000 to build a hos- 
pital for the benefit of the pun- 
lic, which now ts apart of the 
Washington . University group. Dr. 
Lee compared Barnes to great poets 
and painters who are inspired to do 
splendid. things. 

Instead of conceiving great works 
of art and executing them, he sald, 
Barnes, the inspired millionaire, con- 
verted his ideals into colleges, hos- 
pitals and asylums that they might 
serve the people. 

Brookings gave a resume of medical 
education in America, so that those 
present might understand the signifi- 
cance of the cornerstone laying. He 
toid of the many schools that must de- 
pend upon: the ‘tuition of students for 
le boratory , research -work,- resulting in 
an inferior. output of physicians. He 
said the medical instruction gtven in 
this country is great in quantity and 
largely in excess of the: demand, while 
in quality much of it.is a crime. He 
gave the Flexner report of the Carnegie 
Foundation for the advancement of 
teaching as his authority. He said the 
Washington University directors were

WASHINGTON, May 17.—William 
J. Bryan today received a local troop 
of boy scouts, who warmly indorsed 
his “grape juice banquet,” and urged 
him to wage war upon and dethrone 
“King Alcohol,” The boys struck a 
responsive chord in the Secretary of 
State and drew from him a speech 
on temperance and example. 

“If once I was grown,” said Bryan, 
“I had ever felt tempted to begin the 
drinking of liquor, I would have been 
restrained by the feeling that it 
might‘ injuriously affect some who 
looked to me for an example. 

“And I have felt that more es- 
pecially in public life, for as one be- 
comes better known, his example has 
a more, far reaching influence. If s 


fhave been the means of helping just 


one boy, I do not know how much 
service I have rendered to the world 
through him, for we edn never tell 
what a boy can do. 

“The possibilities of a boy are be- 
yond the power of language to de- 
scribe or measure, and especially the 
possibilities of an American boy, for 
nowhere in the world has the individ- 
ual a greater opportunity to come 
into touch with and influence his 
fellow man, and in no former age was 
this possibility of service greater 
than it is now.”

He was a co-de- 
fendant with her in a suit filed last 
week by two of the children. 

The purpose-of the suit is to set 
aside a voting trust agreement by 
which control of the estate is placeu 
in the hands of Frederick N. Judson 
as trustee. Four of the children be- 
side Dr. Cole are also named as de- 
fendants, but’ the sult is a friendly 
proceeding against these four, as six 
of the Cole heirs are all arrayed 
against Dr. Cole. 

Repeated efforts of reporters, since 
the suit was filed, to get a statement 
from Dr. Cole have been. unavailing. 
Yesterday he consented to let a Post- 
Dispatch reporter see his . mother 
and get a statement from her. He 
said that on advice of counsel he 
could not talk himself, but that as 
the suit was centered around his 
mother, she could explain her atti- 
tude. ' 

The plaintiffs in the suit filed 
Thursday were Richard H. Cole.and 
Mrs. Hallie Cole Hebert. The de- 
fendants named were Judson, Dr. 
Cole, Mrs. Cole and (as nominal de- 
fendants) the other four* heirs, Her- 
man, Nathan dr. and Amedee B. Cole 
and Mrs, Reba Cole Stiles. : | 

Duress Is Alleged... 
The allegations were that the vot-

Victoria Luise and Prince Ernst 
tu Assume Rule of Old 
Duchy.

BERLIN, May 17.—Arrangements 
whereby Prince Ernst August of 
Cumberland and Princess Victoria 
Luise, after their marriage at Ber- 
lin, May 24, will ascend the long 
vacant throne of the Duchy of Bruns- 
wick have been completed, according 
to the Tageblatt. 

The direct line of rulers of the 
Duchy of Brunswick became extinct 
in 1894. The heir was the Duke of

HELD ON CHARGES 
OF SCHOOLGIRLS 


Florence and Lucile Hendershaw 
Name Several Others Who 
Visited Charles Brown. 


AGES ‘RANGE 8 TO 13 


Five or Six at a Time Said to 
Have Been in His Room; 
Police Looking for Them. 


The neighborhood of Twenty-first 
and Eugenia streets is aroused over 
the revelations which led to the ar- 
rest of Charles Brown of 2119 Eu- 
genia street on the charge of having 
mistreated a number of young girls, 
ranging in age from 8 to 138 years, 
whom he is alleged to have inveigled 
into his room with presents of 
money and candy. Brown is 64 years 
old, 

The investigation which resulted in 
the arrest of this man followed the 
disappearance of Florence and Lucile 
Hendershaw of 4983 Arsenal street, 
who left their home last Thursday 
morning and did not return until Fri- 


day afternoon. Florence {gs 10 and 
Lucile § years old. Both are pupils 
at the Shaw School, 5305 Columbia ave- 
nue. 

These little girls told their parents 
and the police that they had been 
mistreated by Brown, and named 
several other girls who, they said, 
had been to his room while they 
were there. All of them are school 
children living in the vicinity. 

Among the girls named by Flor- 
ence and Lucile Hendershaw. are 
three others who will be called as 
witnesses. 

The police are searching the neigh- 
borhood for other girls, as the Hender- 
shaw children say there were some- 
times five or six girls in Brown's room 
at once. 

Brown Admits Visits. 

Brown, who was arrested Friday 
night after he had been pointed out on 
the street by Florence Hendershaw, 
denies that he is guilty of the charges, 
although he admitted to Capt. Schwartz 
of the Mounted Police station that the 
Hendershaw girls and others visited 
him at his room. 

Jesse Hendershaw, father of Florence 
and Lucile, procured a warrant yester- 
day charging Brown with having at- 
tempted a serious offense against his 
children. The police say that ad- 
ditional warrants will be issued to- 
morrow upon the complaints of the 
other girls. 

Mrs. Hendershaw told a Post«Dis- 
patch reporter last night about the dis- 
appearance of her two daughters Thurs- 
day, and the incidental questioning 
which disclosed the story. 

“‘Thursday morning my two little 
girls started for school,”’ she said. ‘‘but 
they did not come home at the usual 
time. This did not give me any con- 


cern, however, because they sometimes / 


visit some of their schoolmates after 
school and often stay for supper. 
Hurted Children All Night. 

“But when 9 o'clock arrived and they 
were not home I became alarmed and 
my husband_and I started out to hunt 
for them. We hunted until 5 o’clock in 
the morning and then notified the po- 
lice. My husband had to go to work 
then, but I continued my search, The 
first place I got trace of them was at 
9945 South Broadway, at the home of 
Dolly Harris. Mrs. Harris for- 
merly lived just across the street from 
me. 

‘But when I got to her house the 
children had started for home. She told 
me that they had come to her house 
about 10 o'clock Thursday morning and 
told her that school had let out be- 
cause it was so hot. She said they 
stayed there all day and rode with her 
husband, Ben Harris, who is a private 
at Jefferson Barracks, and who that 
day was detailed to transfer duty. 

“When evening came they told her 
they would stay all night. She tola 
them they would better not without let- 
ting their mother know, so Florence 
went out and returned in a few minutes 
saying that she had telephoned to me 
and T had said it was all right. 

“When IT got home they were there. 
In a few minutes Patrolman Gibson 
came and we started to question the 
children. But in the meantime the po- 
lice had gone to the Shaw School and 
learned that the girls had not been there 
all week. First we found out that they 
had been playing in Tower Grove Park 
when they were supposed to be at 
school. 

“The officer asked them where they 
got car fare to go to 9945 South Broad- 
way and they said a man by the name 
of Brown gave them a dime. Further

DANIELS CHARGES FRAUD 
IN ARMOR PLATE PRICE 


Secretary of Navy Says Govern- 
ment Has Been Robbed for 


Ygars in Contracts. 

WASHINGTON, May 17.—Secretary of 
the Navy Daniels is investigating the 
armor plate contracts between the Gov- 
ernment and the manufacturers for 2 
vears back apd may recommend that the 
United States built its own armor plate 
factories. 

“From what I have seen,” sald Mr. 
Daniels to the Post-Dispatch correspon- 
dent today, “I am readcy to say that 
the Government has been robbed by ex- 
travagant prices for years and that the 
best way out of it is to build and oper- 
ate our own factories. Within a day or 
two my investigations will be complete 
and then I can state definitely what I 
will do.”’ 

Experts employed by the Government 
say that the profit per ton on armor 
plate is not less than $2090. 

The 19 contract for armor plate for 
the Arkansas and the Wyoming Is sim- 
ilar to the contract for the Pennsyl- 
vania this year, except that $34 per ton 
is added to the price of class A armor, 
making a rate of $454 per ton instead 
of $420 per ton. The profit made by the 
steel companies on the Arkansas and 
Wyoming is estimated at about $2,856,380.

BAPTISTS DISCUSS. 
NEW LESSONS FOR 
SUNDAY SCHOOLS 


International Séries Declared by 
Kentucky Minister to Be Dull 
and Uninteresting. 


A discussion of the question wheth- 
er the Baptists should continue to 
use Sunday Schoo! lessons prepared 
by the International Lessons Com- 
mittee was the most interesting fea- 
ture of yesterday’s session of the 
Secuthern Baptist Convention at the 
Third Baptist Church. 

The issue was raised by the Ken- 
tucky delegation, which stated that 
the Kentucky Baptists In” State con- 
vention had decided to make a pro- 
test against the continued use of the 
lessons. The Rev. Dr. Tull of Pa- 
ducah was presented by the Ken- 
tucky Baptists to lay their views be- 
fore the convention. 

Dr. Tull declared that the system 
is doctrineally inadequate for the 
Baptists. It does not enlighten the 
pupil, he said, and is dull and unin- 
teresting, and its use has been a 
failure. The Sunday School lessons 
are not interesting enough to attract 
young people, he declared. 

The lessons which he attacked are 
prepared by committees representing 
18 denominations. They are widely 
used throughout the United States. 

Dr. J. R. Sampsey, who represents 
the Baptists on the committee, de- 
fended the lessons. He declared that 
mote can be accomplished through 
love and good fellowship than by 
throwing stones, and demanied to 
know whether the Baptists are afraid 
to study the Bible. 

If the Baptists are going to con- 
fine themselves to the study of those 
books from which they derive their 
doctrines, he said, all the Sundav 
School lessons will have to be taken 
from Paul and Isaiah. 

The convention decided to appoint 
a committee to investigate the sub- 
ject and report at the meeting next 
year whether the Internationa) les- 
sons should be dropped and lessons 
prepared especially for Bapist Sun- 
day Schools should be adopted. 

Dr, Shailer Mathews Urges Union of 
Protestant Churches.

| Newspaper Men to Be Admitted 
to Sessions of Senate Sub- 
Committees. 


By Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Mey 17.—Announce- 


ment today. by Chairman Simmons of 
the Finance Committee that sub-com- 
mittees considering the schedules of the 
Underwood tariff bill had decided to 
grant more time to protesting manufac- 
turere than was at ‘iret intended, 


aroused considerable interest at the 
Capitol. 

Although the effort of Senate Repub- 
licans to force public hearings was de- 
feated by a vote of 36 to 41, the minority 
leaders see in the changed tactics of the 
Democrats a concession which they in- 
sist resulted from the denunciations of 
secret consideration of the bill. 

Another development was the deter- 
mination of Senator Hoke Smith of 
Georgia, a member of the sub-commit- 
tee considering the cotton and chem- 
ical schedules, to have the private hear- 
ing conducted by him taken down by a 
Senate stenographer. 

This is an innovation which, the Re- 
publicans assert, was brought about 
through the insistence of Senator La 
Follette and” Bristow, who urged that 
the private hearing be published for the 
benefit of Senators not or the Finance 
Committee. It also has been agreed that 
the Finanee Committee will send to 
manufacturers the list of questions on 
costs and production proposed by Sen- 
ator La Follette. 

Press to Be Admitted, 

Still another liberalizing feature re- 
sulting from the debate on the Penrose- 
La Follette public hearing amendment 
was the reiteration by Senator Hoke 
Smith and some of the colleagues that 
members of the press could attend the 
private hearings. That was the first 
the newspaper men ever heard of it, 
and it also was news to other members 
of the Finance Committee. Today Sen- 
ator Smith conferred with other mem- 
bers of the committee and found they 
were agreeable to admitting newspaper 
representatives. 

None of the tariff bill subcommit- 
tees had hearings today, except Sena- 
tor Williams’ committee, which gave 
a@ brief hearing to Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury Curtis and Assistant 
Attorney-General Denison on the ad- 
ministrative features of the bill. 
Press to Be Admitted. 

“We will try to have the bill ready 
for the Senate by June,” said Senator 
Simmons today, “but it probably will 
be a little later than that owing to 
the fact that the subcommittees have 
agreed to give a little more time te the 
manufacturers who are protesting 


bill,” 
Chairman Simmons will call a 
meeting of the Finance Committee 
Tuesday when the probable time for 
holding the Democratip eaucus on the 
bill will be discussed. 
Democrats of the committee prac- 
tically have decided they wil! pro- 
pose nq changes In the free wool and 
sugar schedules, and that Democrats 
opposed to the present schedulas 
must carry their fight to the party 
caucus. Leaders do not expect the 
two Louisiana Senators to abide by a 
caucus Gecision against sugar.

Deputy Says Administrative 
Clauses Increase Hindrances 
to Trade With VU, S.

PARIS, May 17.—The Underwood tariff 
bill, as far as it relates to French in- 
dustry, was energetically condemned 
today, at the monthly meeting of the 
National Association of Industry and 
Commerce. The chair was taken by An- 
dre Lebon, a former Minister of Com- 
merce, and among the distinguished 
company were Gabriel Hanotaux, form- 
er Foreign Minister, and Paul de Lom- 
bre, former Minister of Commerce. 

Deputy George Gerald, in reviewing 
the tariff bill, expressed his objection 
to its administrative clauses, which, in- 
stead of relieving the great hindrances 
which he declared exist in trading in 
the United States, increased them arbi- 
trarily. 

“The world has seen,” said the 
speaker, “how the United States, by its 
Panama Canal act, has violated the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty and how the 
State of California has violated the 
United States treaty with Japan. The

Probably the most interesting fea- 
ture of Prof. Usher’s book is his af- 
firmative statement that the United 
States, prior to the summer of 1897, 
entered into an unwritten obligation 
to aid Great Britain and France if 
Germany went to war with them, 
“The Germans aim at nothing less 
than the domination of Europe and 
of the world by thé Germanic race,” 
writes Prof. Usher. “One of the 
fundamental errors of which idealists 
and advocates of peace often have} 
been guilty is to treat this vast} 
project as an unreality: In fact, it 
is already half accomplished. * * 

Germany Wears Bismarck’s Scowl. 

“Tt is literally true that Germafy 

has become Bismarckian. His heavy 
spirit has settled upon it. It wears 
his scowl. It has adopted his brutal- 
ity, as it has his greatness. It has 
taken his criterion of truth, which 
is Germanic, his indifferences to jus- 
tice, which ts savage, his conception 
of a state, which is sublime. 
“This nation has forgotten God in 
its exaltation of the Germanic race, 
Bombastie as such phrases are, they 
do convey some action of the mili- 
tant spirit which has roused that‘na- 
tion. 

“Nor 13 it ambition alone that 
urges Germany to expansion. The 
population has increased so rapidly 
that it is already difficult for effi- 
cient, well-trained men to secure any 
omployment. Not only is the super- 
ficial area of the country exhausted, 
but intensive scientific agriculture is 
speedily limiting the possibilities of 
the employment of more hands on the 
game acres for the further increase 
of the produce. Industry has grown 
at a stupendous rate, and the output 
from German factories is enormous- 
ly in excess of the needs of even the 
growing population. Her exports per 
capita are $21 per year, as against 
England’s $40, and France’s $25, and 
she has not their exclusive colonial 
markets. 

Either Expansion or Bankruptcy. 

“Unless some outlet can be found 
for the sufplus population and a new 
and extensive market discovered for 
this enormous surplus production, 
prosperity will be inevitably suc- 
ceeded by bankruptcy. 


“All European nations are altesty 
experiencing to some degree the 
necessity of an outlet for their sur- 
plus population and manufactures. A 
war for expansion in Europe would 
be without purpose and could only 
be detrimental to all. Germany must 
find some territory suitable for de- 
velopment by her own people which 
ig not already choked with men and 
women. 

“She is seeking the counterpart of 
the fertile plains of western Canada, 
of the rich valleys of northern Afri- 
ca, where her people may build a 
new Germany, whose existence will 
strengthen her and not her rivals. 

“But such a promised land, ten- 
anted only by native races, is not to 
be found. Every really available 


}spot is held by England, France of 


Russia. Germany can, therefore, ob- 
tain colonies suitable for her pur- 
poses only at the expense of these 
last. This is what is meant by the 
oft-reiterated statement that En- 
gland, France and Russia are by 
their very existence inimica] to Ger- 
many’s welfare and that, if she is 
tu escape ruin, she must fight them.” 
England Is Greatest Obstacle, 

“Among the facts marking £En- 
gland as the greatest cbstacle in the 
path of Germany's legitimate growth 
is this: the English Channel is the 
only available safe passageway for 
her merchant fleets, 

“Even if she should acquire col- 
onies and a great market, she can- 
not really possess them until she ac- 
quires a high road to them safe from 
the attacks of her enemies. 

“To this end the Germans con- 
sider perfectly feasible the construc- 
tion of a great confederation of 
states, including Germany, Austria, 
Hungary, the Balkan States and Tur- 
key, which would contro) a great 
band of territory stretching south- 


east from the rtpial Sea to the Per. 
e * 


“This would make possible a shorter 
route to the Hast. “India herself, the 
mother of nations, would fall into Ger- 
man hands and be held safe from con- 
quest by ‘this magnificent overiand 
route to the Bast. 

- “Pan-Germanism is, therefo i 

first place, a defensive enna oa 
self-preservation, for escaping the 
pressure of France and Russia, both 
bent on her destruction. 


Directed Against Engtand. 

“It is, in the sécond place, an of- 
fensive movement directed against En- 
gland, its object the conquest of the 
English possessions in the Mediterra- | 
nean and in Asia. She expects thus to) 
obtain an outlet for her surplug popula- 
tion and manufacturers and to create 
an empire as vulnerable political- 
ly, economically or strategically ag any 
the world has yet seen."

“To attain its ends, we are told, Ger- 
many does not want literally to fight. 
She: wants the results without the dis- 
advantages of war. 

“To German thinking, the war is al- 
ready in progress and is being fought, 
and will |jcontinue to be fought, with 
those weapons infinitely more deadly 
than cannon and small arms, economic 
crises. They propose to destroy En- 
gland and France, not in the field, but 
in the cotinting house and.-in the fac- 
tory, annihifiating the bases upon 
which, tm the long run, armies must 
depend far maintenance.” 

Having presented in detail the Ger- 
man dream and the ftdeas accompanying 
it, Prof. Usher goes on to consider the 
elements in opposition. First of all, 
theré is the potential intervention of 
the United States, with its tremendous 
resources, its commanding economic 
position and its practical invulnerabli- 
ity against any force of would-be in- 
vaders. Says the author: 

“Once the magnitude of Pan-German- 
ism dawnied On the English and French 
diplomats, Once they became aware of 
the lengths to which Germany was will- 


fing to go, they realized the necessity 


of strengthening their position, and 
therefore made overtures to the United 
States. which resulted, probably before 
the summer of the year 1897, in an un- 
derstanding between the three coun- 
tries.

all. So long as this situation remains 
unchanged here is little likelihood that 
the agreement will be altered, and there 
is no possibility whatever of its entire 
rejection by one of the three parties, 
least of all by the United States.” 

The United States, it is noted, “pos- 
esses the very resources needed to make 
the economic position of England and 
France fairly . impregnable. Allied 
with her, they could not be starved in- 
to submission nor bankrupted by the 
lack of materials to keep their looms 
running.”

Seconds. 


PHIADELPHIA, May 17.—Oliver Rel- 
ler, the Cornell boy from 8t Louis, who 
set athletic tongues a-wagging some 
days ago by winning the 100 and 220 
yard dashes in a dual meet with Michi- 
gan, in sensational time, proved those 
victories no “fluke’’today, when he won 
the 100-yard dash here in_ the 
great time of 94-5 seconds, in the face 
of a driving rain and on a sodden track. 

Had conditions been favorable, Reller 
would. undoubtedly have tied the 
world’s amateur record. His mark ties 
the intercollegiate record. 

Reller was competing for Cornell, in 
a dual meet with Pennsy and was meet- 
ing Lippincott, the Olympic star, and 
Patterson, two of the cracks of the 
world. He cleanly outfooted both. 

Lippincott won revenge, however, in 
the 220-yard dash by nipping Reller a 
matter of inches in the great time of 
213-5 seconds. Reller, in losing, did 
better than 214-5 seconds. 

Pennsylvania won the meet with a to- 
tal of 64 points to 54. 

John* Paul Jones, the mile champion, 
was expected to make a new mile rec- 
ord, but only exerted himself sufficient- 
ly to win from Maderia of Pennsy]vania.

Tests Made With Two Kinds of 


'TO TEST LICENSE LAW 
IN U. S. SUPREME COURT 


The Supreme Court of the United 


States will be asked to pass upon the 


constitutionality of the double taxation 
of automobiles as enforced by many 
States. it was as a result of the grow- 
ing inclination on the part of many 
States to increase the registration tax, 
while at the same time taxing automo- 
biles as personal property, and thus 
compelling motorists to pay an unjust 
Proportion of road construction and 
maintenance money, that this action 
was taken at the Baltimore meeting of 
the executive board of the American 
Automobile Association. 

From time to time there have ac- 
cumulated protests from automobDjlists 
in various parts of the country against 
holding them mainly responsible because 
& greater use of the highways has 
made necessary improved construction 
and systematic maintenance. It is the 
contention of the motor vehicle user 
that the cost of greater facility in roads 
communication, with the consequent 
Saving in the transport of merchan- 
dise and farm products, should be dis- 
tributed generally, for all interests

The board, according’ to the report, 
“has violated the command of the gen- 


eral assembly relative to the price fixed j - 


for the Christian Union Herald.”’ 
It was alleged also that “the Board of 
Publication has accepted for publica- 


tion advertisements of a character spe- |‘ 


cifically condemned by the general as-’ 
sembly.” 

Methods “wrong but not criminal” 
were admitted to have been in vogue 
when Dr. E. M. Milligan, manager of 


the Board of Publication, was called up-{. 


on to explain the increase in the mort- 
gage on the publication building from 
$34,000 to $100,000. Dr. Milligan said that 
the payment of many thousands of dol- 
lars in obligations and the carelessness 
of church members with regard to 
statements of indebtedness were rea- 
sons for the mortgage increase. Future 
affairs of the board, he said, would be 
conducted on a thoroughly businesslike 
basis. — 

‘Many speakers expressed the opinion 
that no fault should attach to Dr. Mil-' 
ligan personally, as he has been at the 
head of the board only since last Mazeth. 

Union Proposal Postponed. 

The general assemblies of both the 
United Presbyterian Church of North 
America and the Presbyterian Church 
in the United States, both of which were 
in session here today, unanimously voted 
to postpone consideration of the pro- 
posed basis of union of the two church 
bodies until the convening of the as- 
semblies next year, Memorials urging 
that the plan be submitted to the presa- 
byteries before taking any action toward 
amalgamation were received. 

The basis of the union which will 
be considered by the Presbyteries 
was agreed upon last night by com- 
mittees from each of the two church 
bodies, and the joint report convey~ 
ing the proposal was submitted to- 
day. It. is in part as follows: 

“Believing in the essential oneness 
of the church of Christ, remembering 
the historic lines that bind us to 
revered ancestors who witnessed va- 
liantly for the truth as it is {n Jesus, 
and aiming only for the great glory 
of God tn the higher advancement 
and wider extension of His Kingdom 
on earth, we, the members .of the 
Presbyterian Church in the United 
States and members of the United 
Presbyterian Church of North Amer- 
ica, do find a common standing ground 
in the following statement, and upon 
the basis of these fundamental 
truths we covenant to join our eccle- 
silastic bodies In organic ‘union. 

“The doctrinal standards now held 
in common by these two churches, 
namely the Westminster Confession 
of Faith and the larger and shorter 
catechisms, shall be the 4€octrinal 
standards of the united church.” 

Scriptures “Very Word of Ged,” 

As essential to the proposed union 
the joint report lays stress on the 
doctrines that “the Holy Scriptures 
of the Old and New Testaments are 
to be received as the very word of 
God;” that “as to the constitution of 
the person of our Redeemer the 
Scriptures plainly teach that he was 
conceived by the Holy Ghost of the 
Virgin Mary and was born without 
human father;” and that “by the 
shedding of His blood He made full 
atonement for the sin and purchased 
redemption for His people.” 

The doctrine of the trinity also is 
emphasized in the report.

HAT was once I found 
lead when I wasn’t look- 
ing for it,” remarked 
Jesse M. Short, mine 
operator, who was shot 
three times by a train 
robber on a Kansas 
City-Southern train in 
the Missouri River bot- 
toms of Kansas City a 
few days ago. The sur- 
geons had just removed 

| : two leaden bullets, one 
licuws weil€nia ils shoulder blade, the other from 
the back of his knee. A third leaden missile had 
smashed against his head, but the skull of this 
stalwart gine and lead miner, toughened by hard 
knocks in the school of experience, proved armor- 
plate against-the ball, which had whistled 
and 
fallen, well spent, on a pillow where lay a sleep- 
ing babe. 

“E might add,” supplemented the injured miner. 
who had given battle, single-hunded, to the train 
robber, “that this was the only time I ever found 
lead without looking for it; and I don’t care if I 
nevér find any more in this fashion.” 

Despite his wounds, Short, lying on his cot in 
: —— identified a suspect brought before him 

by the prisoner's voive. “I'd know him among 
a thousand,” sald the magnate after hearing him 
speak. The suspect was arrested because he also 
was. from‘a bullet wound, which Short 
believes he inflicted. 

Had Short figured in this spectacular revolver 
duel six years ago the news could not have been 
sent broadcast that a Joplin milHonaire was the 
participant; for six years ago Jesse Short was 
bunging onto the ragged ¢dge, and at that time 
the idea of fiding in Pullman sleepers was far- 
thest from his’mind. Until Short discovered the 
famous Sitting Bull mine, which was followed by 
the discovery of other equally great bonanzas, 
his life was a continuous game of hide and seek 
with nature, and mature was having all the best 
of the argument in that she successfully con- 
vealed from the persevering seeker her buried 
mineral sess eee 


Three Times, and Was 

Welcomed as a Hero in Missouri 

* Town Where He “Struck It Rich” Following 
Years of Luckless Prospecting 


But when luck finally turned Short made up for 
his 30 years of fruitless searching. The first $19) 
he placed in a Joplin bank just six years ago 
looked bigger than the subsequent deposits of 
hundreds of thousands that he has _ repeatedly 
made. If Short, at a moment’s command, could 
convert his extensive real estate and mining 
holdings into ready cash and combine this sum 
with the hoard he has already “stashed” away 
in the banks the sum total would be well up into 
the seven figures. 

Short is a prospector by nature and he has 
hever known such a word as fail. The same cour- 
age that ever led him ‘Mito new mining ventures 
after first one and then another effort had proved 
a dismal failure caused him to poke his automatic 
revolver at the nervy robber after the latter had 
relieved him of his roll of $1000 in the Pullman 
sleeper. 


Asleep in Berth, Short 
Starts Up, Wounds Bandit. 

The same courage caused him to grin and ma‘e 
light of his injuries when others were fearing for 
his life. Short knew that any man _rechlees 
enough to rob an entire train, single-handed, had 
no fear of death. He figured in that moment of 
reasoning before he opened fire that the robber 
was some desperate person who possibly had 
been ‘on the verge of suicide and who courted 
death in this daring manner rather than turn 
his weapon on himeelf, 

Short waited until the robber had removed his 
purse, then/ seized his revolver and fired in rapid 


succession, injuring the bandit, who fied from the . 


train, leaving a trail of blood behind him. Short 
was asleep in his berth at the time and his ac- 
tions were prompted by a subconscious sense that 
indicated the true nature of ths man, and there- 
fore his actions could hardly be attributed to a 
desire to get into the lime light. ® 
When news reached Joplin that the big mine 
operator was not fatally injured more than 1000 
of his employes gathered about the moutha of the

SITTING BULL MINE. 


After a man has been down and out all h'y 
life it is only natural that he should feel the im- 
portance of his position when elevated to the 
pinnacle of wealth, and Short is no exception. to 
the rule. Before Short struck it rich he tried to 
borrow $50 from a Joplin banker. He tried, and 
that was as far as he got; he didn’t get the 50: 
Just a year later Short met the banker in the 
hotel lobby. 

“Well, Jesse, old boy,” observed the man of 
finance, slapping the lucky prospector on his 
broad shoulders, “I'm mighty glad to see you do- 
ing so well; and, by the by, my bank is at your 
service at any time.” 

The lobby was jpretty well filled, but Short 
didn’t mind that. “Mr. Blank,” he rasped out, 
and his voice carried to every corner of the lob- 
by, “a year ago when I tried to borrow $50 from 
you you looked as big to me as this hotel and J] 
felt about as big as an ant; now you look like 
the ant and I feel like the hotel; that’s the dif- 
ference a few thousand dollars will make in a 
man’s feelings.’’ 

Because. Short was given to this type of self- 
laudation there were many who got enjoyment 
out of predicting his speedy downfall, and they 
have been predicting it ever since, 

“Some day Short will wake up with a dark 
brown taste in his mouth and think it al) has 
been a dream,” one can hear predicted on évery 
side; but if it is a dream it is a hum-dinger, and 
Short will probably be mighty glad he has 
dreamed it. 

“I spent a good many years not having a good 
time,” he philosophizes, “and I won’t live for- 
ever; so here goes.” 

From this it must not be construed that Short’s 
pleasures consist of intemperate pastimes: he 
doesn’t drink, but he does smoke three-for-a- 
dollar cigars—at times. Usually he puffs the 
same old black Missouri meerschaum from which 
he gleaned solace wher he was plugging old 
Mother Earth full of holes in his vain effort to 
find jack.

He is also a lover of speedy travel and long 
trips, and often makes long journeys on railroad 
trains, always going in the best of style, but still 
clinging to his mining district toggery. Short 
doesn’t believe that the clothes make the man. 
He has about as much use for a white collar as 
a wagon has for a fifth wheel, and as for neck- 
ties, Short would almost as soon have.a noose 
around his neck; and it’s almost a safe bet that 
he would rather have a bullet in his shoulder,

If his soft-collared, tieless shirt is good enough 
for his buddies in the jack mines it is good 
enough, he opines, for the swell folks of the big 
notels, and so he goes, always plainly attired, 
ro mattter if his trip takes him to the depths of 
a zinc mine, mucky and wet, or into the finest 
hotel in America. 

Once and only once Short got the gold mining 
bee in his bonnet and. it buzzed until he found 
himself stranded on the Nevada desert without 
enough cash left to buy a 2-cent stamp to send 
home for money. The story of his return to ¢liv- 
ilization would furnish Jack London with good 
materia] for a bumming tale; and when Short got 
back to Jasper County, Mo., he gazed into the 
Western distance and: murmured “Never again.” 
Since then he devoted himself to hunting jack 
and lead, which doesn’t bring as high a market 


| figure as the yellow metal, but which is easier to 
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find—but at that Short didn’t notice it easy to 
find—nct for a long, long time. 

The way the Goddess of Chance plays tricks 
on the mining: prospector can win hands down 
from any 16-year-old high school girl, so far as 
fickleness is concerned.

open objections ceased. But some bureau 
chiefs still did as much under-handed work 
against the order as they dared, and it was 
often difficult to reach them.

Success—What It Means for 

Exceptional and Average Man. 

The other was an Italian lady, whose 
brother, an officer in the Italian'army who 
had died on duty in a foreign land, had 
also greatly liked the article and earried 
it round With him. In translating the title 
the lady rendered it in Italian as ‘‘ Vigor 
di Vita.’’ I thought this translation a 
great improvement on the original, and 
have always wished that I had myself used 
‘*The Vigor of Life’’ as a heading to in- 
dicate what I was trying to preach, instead 
of the heading I actually did use, 

There are two kinds of sus2.+e, or rather 
two kinds of ability displayed in the 
achievement of success. There is, first, the 
success either in big things or small things 
which comes to the vho has in him the 
natural power to do what no one else can 
do, and what no amount of training, no 
perseveranee or will power, will enable 
any ordinary man to do. This success, of 
course, like every other kind of success, 
may be on a very big seale or on a small 
scale. . 

The quality which the man possesses may 
be that which enables him to run a hun- 
dred yards in nine and three-fifths seconds, 
or to play 10 separate games of chess at 
the same time blindfolded, or to add five 
columns of figures at once without effort, 
@ to write the ‘‘Ode to a Grecian Urn,’ 
or to deliver the Gettysburg speech, or to 
show the ability of Frederick at Leuthen 
or Nelson at Trafalgar. No amount of 
training of body or mind would enable any 
good ordinary man to perform any one of 
these feats. 


Ot course the proper performance of 
each implies much previous study or train- 
ing, but in no one of them is success to be 
attained save by the altogether exceptional 
man who has in him the something addi- 
tional which the ordinary man does not 
have. 

This is the most striking kind of success, 
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ana it can be at‘ ained only by the man who 
has in him the quality which separates him 
in kind no Jess than in degree from his 
fellows. 

But much the commoner type of success 
in every walk of life and in every species 
of effort is that which comes to the man 
who differs from his fellows not by the 
kind of quality which he possesses but by 
the degree of development which he hes 
given that quality. This kind of su--¢ss

is open to a large number of persons, if 
only they seriously determined to achieve 
it. It is the kind of suecess which is open to 
the average man of sound body and fair 
mind, who has no remarkable mental or 
physical attributes, but who gets just as 
much as possible in the’ way of work out 
of the aptitudes that he does possess. It 
is the only kind of, success that is open to 
most of 

Yet some of the greatest successes in 
history have been those of this second class

T hrilling Experiences of Fler 
Chase for the Giant of the North-

LITTLE squirt of water 
shot up out of the Polar 
Sea off Spitzbergen one 
day last summer. 

“Dar blasen hon,” 
sings out the sailor in 
the crow’'s nest. 

The engine bell clangs 
“full speed ahead,” ahd 
the little Norwegian 
whaler shoots through the 
icy waters toward the 
great fat, fishy denizen

Atal ngere emerges from the pilot house. Is 
b ee ee It is a 
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Seas 
body clad in oilskins making its way forward as 
the little vessel dances on the waves. Not the 
captain—no! It is a girl. You can see her hair 
streaming in the breeze. | 
The little whaler is within forty yards of its 
prey. The girl sights the short cannon-like in- 
strument mounted on a wooden stock at the bow 
as @ gunner might on the field of battle. She 
waits a moment, Then she pulls the trigger. 
There is a loud explosion. The narpoon—a pon- 
derous, weapon of three or iour hundred pounds 
weight—shoots through the air. A moment later 
it strikes the monster. The head of the harpoon, 
made of fcur barbs folded into a point sharp 
enough to pierce, exvands at the contact. . Each 
barb grips fast in the great sleek side of the 


whale. 


The line attached to the harpoon is paid out 
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rapidly, then made fast. At this stage the whale 
is only half caught. He is still too dangerous to 
approach very closély. So the great, slashing, 
agonized creature is allowed to tow the ship until 
he is exhausted. tor an hour he drags the little 
whaler through the seas before he gives up, 

It is exciting sport. One dive may take the 
little whaler to Davy Jones’ locker. A gailor 
with an ax is ready to chop the line at a mo- 
ment’s warning. But the monster does not know 
enough to dive. 

Finally the whale is tired out. The little ship 
comes closer. The monster does not move. When 
within thirty or fofty feet the girl seizes a gun 
and sends a small shell. which explodes on im- 
pact in the whale flesh, just behind the fin. And 
the whale hunt is over. 

The whale huntress is Miss Marguerite Leslie, 
an English girl, who has a reputation as a sports- 
woman in many lands. She has hunted lions, 


‘tigers and elephants in Africa. She has gone 


after grizzlies in our own Rockies. She has 
stalked deer and moose in the Canadian wilds. 
Her experiences in the great forests of the world 
have been replete with thrilling adventures. But 
she declares that adventures on land pale into 
insignifeance when compared with catching 
whales. 

Miss Leslie made her first voyage on a whaler 
last summer. She was aboerd 10 days and caught 
seven whales. Despite its many drawbacks and 
herdships she declares it gave her the most: thrill- 
ing moments of her life as a sportswoman.

“My brother and I were at Hammerfest on a 
cruise to the North Cape last summer,” said Miss 
Leslie to the writer. “We Saw several whalers in 


_ the harbor, and, hearing some details of the year- 


ly voyage, my brother thought it would be great 
sport to make a short trip on one of them. He in- 
sisted that I accompany him, and almost before 
' was aware of it I found myself on a little hun- 
dred-ton ship hardly bigger than a trawler, on 
the way to whaling grounds off Spitzbergen. 

“It is not unusual for the whalers to take male 
passengers, but I was told that I was the first 
girl to make a voyage on any of the whaling 
fleet. ‘ 

“Of course, whales are no longer pitted against 
frail boats, lumbering craft and human harpoon- 
ers. The old style of whale hunting has long 
been abandoned. Whale hunting is a new science, 
and swift steamers, deadly projectiles and pow- 
erful efplosives have been brought into use. But 
the actual whale hunt, though devoid of the perils 
of the former method, is not without its element 
of danger. * 

“When the harpoon from the gun does not 
work effectively small boats often have to be 
lewered and the whale approached so that har- 
poons can be thrown by hand. I made one trip 
ip a small boat and threw a harpoon in the most 
approved old-fashioned style. I don’t suppose my 
harpoon had any effect, but it was an exciting 
two or three minutes when we were almost on 
top of the monster in our cockelshell. 

“Sometimes a wounded whale will turn and 
attack the ship, and it takes a cool head and 
quick judgment to avoid being destroyed. While 
we were off Spitzbergen a Norwegian whaler be- 
longing to another fleet was destroyed by an 
infuriated whale. It is not uncommon for a 
whale, when the harpoon fails to strike a vital 
spot, to drag the ship about the ocean for hours 

“We were dragged for eight hours one day and 
the captain of our ship told us he was once 
dvagged for 23 hours before the whale was tired 
cut. Sometimes the whale charges at the ship 
and tries to pull her under water, and it takes 
the most skillful maneuvering to escape certain 
death. 

“We had one thrilling experience on our last 
day out. We harpooned two whales with two 
shots, and as they bolted different ways they 
nearly tore the ship apart. We had to cut one of 
the lines and allow one of the prey to escape. 
It took us three hours to kill tne other whale. 

“After a whale is killed a hollow lance is passed 
deep into the lower part of the body, and through 
a flexible tube attached to the shaft, air is rap- 
ialy pumped into the carcass, thereby enabling it 
to float easily and also preventing, to a certain 
extent, decomposition. When it is sufficiently in- 
flated the lance is withdrawn and the aperture 
plugged. It is then attached to a buoy so as to 
permit the whaler to go after other quarry. As 
these are killed the process is repeated until 
the ship makes her way back to port, picking up 
the early kill as’ she returns. 

“The chase is always exhilarating and usually 
thrilling. It requires plucky women, but for. them 
it is irresistible.”

Veregin, Dukhobor Empire 


RITISH COLUMBIA has found that she pos- 
sesses an empire builder in a small way in 
the person of Peter Veregin, leader of the 

Russian Dukhobors in that province. In an of- 
ficial report made by William Blakemore, who 
was appointed to investigate the Dukhobors to 
determine their desirability as colonists, a strik- 
ing picture is drawn of the map who is directing 
the work of the colony, who now number 7000 
persons. 

The Du*hobors were brought to Canada about 
15 years ago in consequence of the persecution 
to which they had been subjected in Russia for 
three centuries. They had been led for years 
by a woman, Lukerya Vasviyvua Kaimgova, 
whom Veregin succeeded. The sect split, Vere- 
gin’s enemies had him exiled to Siberia, and 
sleighs traveled 2000 miles over the snow to 
maintain communication between him and his 
people. 

After the Duthobors were enabled to migrate 
tc Canada, largely through the efforts of Count 
Leo Tolstoy, the Society of Friends of England 
and the Quaters of Philadeiphia, things went 
badly. They first settled in Saskatchewan under 
unfavorable surroundings. Almost penniless, 
they arrived in the autumn, with the winter com- 
ing fast. Lacking horses and teams, the wotnen 
pulled the plow and scattered seed, while their 
husbands and sons went to work on railway con- 
struction. 

About a year after they arrived an incident 
occurred that attracted the serious attention of 
the Canadian Government. Several hundred Duk- 
hobors were induced by a fanatic to abandon 
their homes and march out unclothed across the 
snowy prairies on a religious pilgrimage in quest 
of Christ. It was a crazy proceeding, indulged 
in by a small number, and condemned by the ma- 
jority of the community, but it was taken as typi-

The enterprise proved a big success. The babies 
were there in large numbers; so were the spec- 
tators, to witness this novel display. It took as 
never a beauty show did.

An official score card, very compactly gotten 
up by Dr. Margaret Vaupel Clark of Waterloo, lo., 
furnished the basis for the markings. They were 
gone over as to chest development, height, weight, 
circumference of head, etc. In fact, not a point of 
any sort is overloo ed on this score card. 

The system adopted has the approval not only 
of the National Congress of Mothers, but of the 
Iowa Public Committee of the American Medical 
Association, and the Department of Agricultural 
Extension of Iowa State College. It is invaluable 
in that it furnishes an exact standard on which 
parents may go in correcting the physical defects 
of their children. 

In the first contest, Charles Elmer O'Toole, 
city born and city bred; aged 2% years, won the 
grand sweepstakes, taking first prize with the 
very nearly perfect score of 96% points, the mark- 
ing being on a basis of 100. Thus first victory 
fell to the Celtic race.

The fall of 1912, however, gave the champion- 
ship to a little girl of German descent, also city 
bred, Dorothy Klusmeyer, who broke Master 
O’Toole’s record by a difference of exactly five- 
eighths of a point, she scoring 97%. Her age 
was 21% years also. In this second contest, prizes 
to the amount of $500 were distributed. 

In 1911 45 babies were entered: 1912 brought 
263 of them to the big tent—crawling, running, 
playing about, part of the time the soft pink-and- 
white skins of their little bodies totally uncov- 
ered.

At the sale of Mr. George G. Benjamin’s pri- 
vate collection, which to place last March, a 
dark and damaged-looking old canvas, 33 3-4 
inches high by 261-2 inches wide, entitled “The 
Advocate,” was attributed to Karel Fabritius, 
1624-1654. Mr. Benjamin got it for $160 at the 
v’ J. Blakeslee sale, New York, 1904. 

Only a mild interest stirred the bidders in the 
Plaza ballroom when “The Advocate” came to 
the block—for Karel Fabritius is not a hame to 
conjure with. Dr. Velentiner, who had noted the 
picture in the exhibition preliminary to the sale, 
might have had it for even a lower figure than 
he eventually paid but for the opposition of a 
competitor, who, however, dropped out as soon as 
he saw whom he was bidding against.
